FRENCH LOAN LXHIBITON 
i A et C ALi : Only eight days remain to see the 


great show of one hundred years of French Painting. The exhibition 
must close at 6:00 P.M. on Sunday, April 28th. All the masterpieces 
by Delacroix, Courbet, Daumier, Manet, Renoir, Degas, Van Gogh, 
Gauguin, Cézanne, and the Impressionists must then be returned to 
their generous owners. This is the last call to see the greatest 
group of nineteenth century painting ever gathered together in the 
Southwest. Even if you have seen it, you will want to make several 
more visits before the curtain falls on Sunday, April 28th. 


The Street Musicians: Since our last news flash, several important 
paintings have been added to the exhibition. From the Robert Wood 
Bliss Collection of Washington, comes one of the finest Daumiers in 
the world, "The Street Musicians". Later than our own example, 
three musicians are silhouetted against a luminous, white wall, and 
the whole picture is flooded with that intangible genius which was 
Daumier's special characteristic. 


The Postmaster Roulin: The "rara avis" of the art world today is a 
portrait by the great Expressionist, Van Gogh. It was a great 
thrill, then, to be able to add to our exhibition a portrait of none 
other than the Postman Roulin - Lent by M. Knoedler and Company. 

He was the only friend Van Gogh had in his two year's stay in Arles, 
and his ability to consume drinks at the local cafe and to condemn 
the inefficiencies of the French Government in no uncertain terms, 
fascinated our Vincent. He found in him a personification of 
socrates, with his leonine head and his flowing beard, his ruddy 
face and massive, gnarled hands. Roulin even offered to sit for 

his portrait, and Van Gogh was so grateful that he made several 
versions, one, a three-quarter length, is in the Paine Collection 

of Boston. The one now included in our show was done at this time, 
and the head was done in one sitting. He has shown the village post- 
man in his Prussian blue uniform with its brass buttons, wearing the 
cap on which POSTES is flaunted in gold braid. Roulin refused to 
accept money for posing, but would accept meals and drinks, and Van 
Gogh wrote his brother Theo that his voracious appetite had eaten 
him out of house and home. It would have been much cheaper, he de- 
cided, to have paid him regular model fees. 


Popular Favorite: His mistress, art, demanded of Van Gogh a greater 
price than any other artist has ever paid. Were alive today, he 
would be gratified to learn that his superb masterpiece, The Olive 
Grove, from our own collection, is leading in the popularity vote 
being held in connection with the loan exhibition. The seccnd place 
is held at present by the apnealing Portrait of Lina Campincanu by 
Manet, with the Courbet Source, lent by the Metropolitan, a runner- 
up. fourth place is held by Rousseau's delightful Rendezvous in 

the Forest, and Roulin polled many votes in the one week he has been 
on display. 
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HEAD a ' SAINT GEORGE: The Masterpiece of tne Week for April 
21st will be a recently acguired Gothic limestone head of St. 
uveorge. Coming from the cathedral town of Caen, it may have 
originally been in St. Pierre, the great church of ‘the Lourteenth 
century. It shows an attractive and appealing representation of 
the young saint who rescued Cleodolinda from the dragon.
